Before Fall Rainy Season

Garden Chatter

The control of serious weeds,
pests, and fungl has long been
a major problem with those
who garden in the Torrance
area.

Perhaps the most serious
weeds that we are persistently
fighting are the nutgrass, and
bermuda, while there are cer-
tain sections of greater Torran
ce where the soil nematode is
very troublesome, and there
are other sections that have
trouble with certain types of
soil borne diseases .

This last Summer, a product
was introduced that the gard-
ner can use that will go a long
way in solving these problems,
This product, now being sold
by your nursery and gardan
supply dealer, is called Vapam
Vapam is a water soluble soll
fumigant which will control
perennial and annual breadleaf
weeds and grasses including
germinating seeds, soll fungl
causing seed rot, damping-off
and wi't, nematedes of all types
that attack plants, soil inhabit-
Ing insects such as ground
mealy bugs, wire worms and
white grubs. The garden centi:
peds s also controlied,

One part of Vapam treats
100 square feet of area and the
product is available now in gal-
lon jugs. Vapam cannot be used
carelessly, however, as it wili
damage roots of established
shrubs and trees, and should
not be used within the drip line,
and if the area to be treated

Js on a slope, caution should

be used that movement of Va-
pam does not move into the
root area of valuable plants,
Belngs a water solube pro-
duct, Vapam can be applled
either from a sprinkling can,
or through a hose proportioner,
but should not be used through
pressure equipment. Immediate.
ly after applying to the soll
area you wish to treat, the area
should be sprinkled with
enough water to thoroughly wet
the surface. This seals the fumi.
gant into the soil and prevents
the release of the gds, The soil

should be left undisturbed for
about 5 days, bul do not ap-
ply additional water to the
treated area, At the end of this
time cultivate the soil to speed
up the escape of the gas. After
14 days have elapsed, the soil
is ready for planting. If for any
reason, such as rain, the area
treated has been wet again,
an additional waiting period of

14 days or more will be ne:
cescary before planting,

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Now before the fall rainy sea-
son arrives is an excellent time
to set in a new lawn, says the
California Association of Nurs-
erymen.
